very wel, and had nor been for moſt of the voyage, 
he took his harping-iron, and {truck one of them, and 
we took him into the veel, out of which we got ele- 
ven quert bottles of oil; and we moſt of us cat 
heartily of this fiſh, which agreed with our people 
very well. They fry'd his liver for our meſs, of 
which I eat a large meal, which was well-taſted, and 
eat more like frefh beef than fiſn. I make this me- 
morandam of it, that if any ſhould take them when 
their proviſions are ſcarce, they may eat freely with- 
out danger according to our experience. When we 
had been at ſea about three weeks, being near the la- 
tirade of 40 north, and about the longitude of 42, 
tho it was in the midſt of ſummer, we ſaw an 
iſland of ice, et which we all marvelled, and judged 
that there hzd been a ſevere cold winter in thoſe la- 
titudes on the land of 4zzxrica. When we ſaw this 
i0and of ice we jadged ourſelves not far from the 
banks of Newfoundland, Hitherto we had caſy gales 
of wind, and many calms, which made our paſſage 
ſeem long to us. We ſaw two ſail of ſhips about 
thoſe latttudes, hut ſpoke with neither, being wit- 
ling to ſhun them as it was war-ilme. |

When I was in Barbados, P. A who accompanied

In this paſſage we ſaw three veſſels only; it wasa 
bluſtering time, but the ſhorteſt from land to land 
That ever I had, being but 14 days and 14 hours 
from the fight of Barbados to the fight of che nn land: 
we arrived at Philadelphia, the 16th of the eighth 
month.

In the ninth month, I proceeded on a fifch voyage 
{as maſter) to Barbados, and went down tie river

It was 
a good meeting, tho' I ſpoke to them in much miſery 
and pain, having very angry painful ſorcs on my

The 316} of the firſt month, 1734, we had ano-

after this meeting was over, the maſter of the 
large ſhip came on board, and faid, “ He wagsdorry 
he had not come ſooner, lo as to have had the oppor 
tunity co have been at the meeting.” 

From Chriſtopher's we ſet fail for the ifland of Ar- 
wills, and had a meeting at the governor's houſe on 
a firſt day. We ftaid at Anguilla three davs, and 
there took on board ſome bags of cotton on freight, 
and failed from thence the och of the ſecond month. 
The governor of this iſland, whoſe name is George 
Leonard, told me, That ki ſhould live and die in 
our inciples, ſaving that he muſt defend his people. 
But be did not conſider, that his defence might de- 
ſtroy both him and them, and that ſuch defence was 
13 contrary to Chriſt's doctrine and practice. 

A remarkable and diſmal paſſage he related to me 
mat, ſome days before, a veſſel came fr om the iſland 
Kad (which went there to take in ſalt) the

Altho' this was a great and ſore exerciſe, and 4c, 
affliction to me, in loſing this promiſing youth 
and my only ſon; yet conſidering that he Went off the 
ſtage of life like a {olid, good chriſtian, it was made 


tolerable eaſy to me: for he departedthis life in much 


brightneſs and ſweetneſs, and more like au od chri- 
than, than a youth of ten years of age. 

It was uſual for me to adviſc his mother not tc fe. 
her affe&ions too much upon him, think ing he Gf 
good to live long in this world; and too ripe for hea- 
ven, to ſtay long here on carth, or in this world of 
forrow and miſery. This dear and tender youth, 
when reading (ro which he was much inclined) if he 
met with any thing that affected him, either in the 
facred writings, or other good authors, he would 
write it down, and get it by heart; he was more than 
common, affectionately concerned for his mother, do- 
ing whatever he coull treely and chearfully to ſerve 
her, and told her not to do divers things which he 
thought too much for her, ſa/ ing, Mother let me doit, 
if I wasa man, thou fſhould'ſt not do any thing at all. 
(meaning as to labour.“) my dear wife, being 
very Aadufkriom, and apt to overdo herſelf at times 
and the being affected with his filial love and care tor 
and towards her in his father's abſence, it cauted her 
ſometimes to turn about to weep, in confidcration ot 
his great care for and love to her. Ithoughta little me- 
morandum of the life and death of this religious lad 
was worthy recording, in order to {tir up other youths 
to obedience and love to their parents, who begs! 
them and carefully and tenderly nouriſhed and broughi 


up and allo to love and obey God, from whom 
| they 
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they have their life, breath and being, and to believe 
in Chriſt, who died for them; who is the glorious 
light of all the nations of them that are ſaved, and 
walk therein, according to ſacred writ.

Aſter being a little at home, and at ſeve ral meet- 
ings, and not dein clear ot the Ward, in order to f 
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| undertook another voyage to Barbados, and from 
thence intending for Lnndon, in order to ſettle ry at- 
fairs there, which I intended fome y cars before, but 
oſſes and diſappointments hinder'd me: wherefore, 
the 7th of the tenth month, I proceeded on a fifth 
voyage in the Barbados Packet, and left Philadel- 
ybia, and was at a meeting the next day at Cbeſter 
(being firſt day) and in the evening we had a large 
meeting at Grace Lloyd's, where I met with my dear 
friend Joſeph , who had good ſervice in ſaid 
meeting; we rejoiced in Chriſt to fee each other: 
we Jeit Chefter the gth, and got that tide down the 
river to Newcaſtle, and after viſiting thoſe few 
friends there, we ſet fail the 12th in the morning; 


the wind being high, and the weather very ſharp, 


freezing hard, our fails were fo froze, that we had 
bard work to get the veſſel under fail. The 13th 
dy, weighed anchor, and failed down the bay, and 
the 14th we were clear of the Capes. The firſt day 
following, we had a good, ſeaſonable meeting, tor the 
worſhip and ſervice of God; and, in ſaid meeting, 
3s I was treating of diſobedience to parents, and dit- 
obedience to Almighty God, our great Parent and 
Heavenly Father, a youth, who was a paſſenger in the 
veſſel, went out haſtily and abruptly, as I was ſhew- 
ing the ung rute fulneſs of the irſt much more of the 
laſt: when I asked the realon of his going out, he 
laid, “ It was becauſe he could not forbear cry ing;“ 
and thinking I tpoke ſo becauſe of him, he ſaid, He 
could not hear me any more.” AfrerwardsLunderitood 
that he was a youth who wasvery ungrateful and diſ- 
obedient to his parcnts; the which I knew not of, 
for his mother told me, and himſelt alſo, that he went 
to ſea on account of his health.

After we left our Capes, we had divers hard pales

ten Son, a Divine Light to eniighten the inhabitants 
of the world: after which we had ſtormy weather 
and contrary winds for ſome weeks, io that our 
paſſige was tedious ; and of 15 times going to Bar.

A 3e, by the great expence J expected for repairing 


and refitting the veſſel, Ec. ſo that I began to de- 


{pair of accompliſhing my defign of diſcharging my 
debts in Great Britain, and the thoughts and conſi- 
de ration of loſing ſo much of the company and con- 


erfation of my wife, relations, and friends, and 


ſpending fo much precious time (which cannot be re- 
called) to fo little purpoſe, lay heavy on my mind; 
yet by the grace of God, my mind was ſupported, 
and my reſolutions confirmed to praiſe the Almighty, 
for every diſpenſation of his providence. 

The 23d of the eleventh month, we faw the iſlant 
of Barbades (at the breaking of the day) baving been 
from the Capes of Delaware forty days, and one night; 
and was truly thankful, that, ar lat, we, through di- 
vine favour, got well to our deſired port; where vc 
were lovingly received by our friends at Sprigr s- 
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aun who were joyful at our arrival, From thence 
| went to Bridee-town, and ſo on to the governor's, 
in order to enter our veſle] ; bur, ſtaying a little too 
late, che governor, who was the lord Howe, was 
come from his houſe on his way to Bridge-town, 
with his coach and fix, and his artendants ; but he 
ſeeing me) courteouſly fropp'd his coach, and did my 
buſineſs as he far therein; and though. I made an eſ- 
fy towards an excuſe, he would not admit of it, ay- 
ng, „There was no need of any excuſe.” He was 
indeed an extraordinary courteous man: he died ſoon 
after, mach lamented, as he was much beloved. 

My ftay at Barbados this time was the longeſt 1 
erer ſtaid, believing it to be the laſt time I ſhould 
20 there, and that I ſhould ſee them no more. My 
0 ſaying troubled ſome of them; bur baker in 
years {being then turned of threeſcore) I thought it 
would be too hard for me to undertake ſuch another 
voyage; therefore I was at all the meetings of our 
friends on the iſland. 

Here IT met with Mofes Aidridze, a friend from 
New-Frgland, who came on a religious viſit to friends 
of this iſland, with whom we had divers good meet- 
ings, his ſervice in preaching the goſpel being edify- 
ing and acceptable; we were together at the marriage 
of Andrew Drury and Mary Levis, after which meet= 
ing and marriage, I was ill of a fever ſeveral days, 
which diftemper was very much among the people, of 
whicn near twenty maſters of veſſels, and ſome hun- 
creds of people died; and though I had been at ar- 
bados many times, I never had ſo much illueſs there be- 
fore; Yoſes Aldridge and ſeveral friends ofus, had a large 
meeting at John ¶ ibſon's, where were many people, not 
or our perlwaſion, who generally were ſober; but as 
Iwasrecommending charity to the people, according 
the doctrine of the apoſtle Paul, as the molt excel- 
lent gift, I adviſed them to ſhew it forth to all people 
*#al-profcfiions, and alſo to their Negroes, telling

well ſarisftecl. From thence I wenr to Salem monthly 


meeting, which wag very large, and rhencero Cobanſy 
to third day meeting, and ſtaid till next firſt day 
meeting, which {tao* ſmall, by reaſon of rainy tops 
my, weather) was a, very precious meeting. After 
þ acgocured fone. affairs at Coban, I returned 
to Krlem, where I met with my fellow-trayellex 
filijah Collins, of Haſton, wh whom I went on to 
Pbiladeſnbia, and from thence home; having muck 
farisfacbion in this journey, in which I had nine meet» 
ings, and rravelled about 159 miles. I cannot be clear 
in my mind . without. ſaying, : that I did not, nor da 
not ſtudy what I preach to the people, nor did I, o 
do I receive any pay or natural conſideration fos 
preaching ; it being, as I really believe, contrarꝝ ta 
the doctrine of Chriſt, and his apoſtles and diſciples 
Tais fall I vifired ſeyeralof the meetings of friends 
in Bucks county, and the meatiugs at and about homey 
w at Franifort, Philadelphia, 2 ington, Bybury and 
Cemmantotun. In the ninth month I was appointed, 
with ſeveral other friends, by our monthly meeting: 

to viſic the families of friends in Philadelphia; m. 
lot was to viſit the upper: part of the city, in em- 
panty with Phehe Aforvis, Hannah Parvrock, and Daniel 
Stanton ; in which ſervice we were of one heart and 
mind, and we performed ſaid ſervice in pure -ſeife 
dental, and in the croſs of our holy Lord JeſusChriltz 

and wonderful it was, how the preſence and goods, 
nels of God went with us from houſe to houſe, and 
opened the Rates and conditions of the families to us 
o the rendering of many Hearts, both of parents, and 
of thoir children. We viſited about forty families of 
aur friends, and the winter ſetting in, and I betag bu 
weakly, having had a ſharpſpell of the fever, we, by, 

zonſent, were willing to defer the concluſion of this 
work, until longer days Ke warmer weather. 3 ; 
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In this month I was ſent to, in order to be ar the 
burial of the wife of Richard Smith, junior: ſhe was 
2 virtuous woman, and well beloved, at wil fu 
neral were many of her neighbours and friends: it wa; 
a very ſolemn time, in which meeting, it as defir'd 
that thoſe who had loft their parents would live ſo, 
that they might not be a diſhonour to thera ; for it 
was obſery'd of fome children, after their parent: were 
dead, they grew worſe than when they were alive, 
taking undue liberties, which their fathers and mo- 
thers could not have allowed of, which was a ſore 
grief, and trouble to their friends, and ſuch as with'd 
them well; therefore they were exhorted nor to do 
that now, when their parents were dead, which che p 
would not have done it they wereliving, which would 
be heavy on them, and tend to bring a blaſt on them 
in this world; and they were deſired to counſider 
how they would anſwer it in the world to come. 


It was alſo obſery'd, that ſometimes the death of 


parents had a good effect on divers ſober young people, 
ey being thereby led more ſeriouſly to think on theiv 
own mortality, and to eenfider che great loſs of their 
careful and religious fathers and mothers, and the 
good example and counſel they gave them. This 
meeting concluded with a ſolid weighty frame of mind 
in many. From Burlington I went io A.ownt-bolly, 
had a large meeting at the meeting houſe, and another 
in the evening at A/ornt-holly rown, at the houſe of 
Thomas Shinn ; both which. were open meetings, and: 
divers people, not of our proteſſion, were there, who 
were well ſatisfied therewith: From Aounj-holly I 
went to Eveſham and Cheſter, as alſo to Haddon feld, at 
all which places I had large meetings, and then I went 
back again to Burlington, and was at their fifth day 
meeting. From Burlington, 1 went with Richard Smith, 
Caleb Raper and Jonathan Wright, to viſit a friend 
who was ſick, after which the ſaid friends accompa- 
nied me to the ferry; after I was over the ferry [ 
öde home, where I found my family well, for cx” 
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{ was thankful. In the fore part of the tenth month 
dur worthy friend, Fobn Fethergill ſailed in the bri- 
gantine Joſeph, Ralph Loftus, maſter, for Barbados, 
he having made a third viſit to America from Europe 
on a religious account, Bis vifit was acceptable and 
terviceable, and we parted in great love and tender- 
neſs; the night before, about the eleventh hour, 
was an carthquake, which was the greateſt known in 


this province; the whole city of Philadelphia being 


ſhaken, and moſt part of the adjacent proyinces, tho 
little or no damage done thereby, which ſhews the 
abundant mercy of a merciful God; as alſo, if it 
were the pleaſure of his will, how ſoon he can lay 
cities and countries waſte and deſolate, and bury 
thonfands in a moment ; but. notwithſtanding the 
mighty power of the eternal Jehovah, oh how hard 
are the peoples hearts, and how they hate to be re- 
formed, and how unconcerned are the inhabitants 
of the land about their eternal peace and well-being ! 
This is really lamentable ; ob J a carthly mind - 
ednels, pride, covetouſneſs, and drunkenneſs, abound, 
with many other eyils, which were ſcarcely known 
among the firſt ſettlers of this peaceful, and now 
plentiful land of Pennſylvania. 

The 26th of the rwelfih month (being the firſt day 
of the week) was buried at Merion, Edward ones, 
aged about ninety-two years, he was one of the firſt 
ſettlers of Pennhyluania, and was a man much given 
to hoſpitality, a lover of good and virtuous people, 
and was likewiſe beloved by them. There were many 
hundreds of people at his funeral. I had a concern 
$0 be at this meeting before I left my place at Frank- 
fort, and before I heard of this friend's deceaſe. 

The beginning of the firſt month (being the fifth 
of the week) I was ſent to, in order to be at the bu-

As ſoon as I returned to Philadelpbia, on the {ith 
day of the week J heard of the death of Fe Re 
Bride, at frac] Pemberton's, who told me, I was deſired 
tw be at is burial.” He, his fon, and Hllizm Logan, 
accompanied me as far as Samuel Bunt ine s that uiter- 
noon, with which journey I was excecdingly tired, fo 
that I could hardly Rand or go when I alighted ot my 
horſe ; but being refreſhed with a good night's rett, { 
went in the morning to the houſe of my deceated 
friend. There was a multitude of people at the 
burial, among whom we had a good opportunicy i& 
invite them to lay hold ' of truth and rightecouſrcts, 
and prepare for another world. They were reminded, 
that neither natural v iſdum, nor riches, youth nor 
ſtrength, crowns nor {ceprers, would ner could le:

Dear friends, who inbabit Shennadore and Opeckon, 
AVING a concern for your weltare 220 
proſperity, both now and hereafter, and alſo 

the proſperity of your children, I had a 27 855 0 

ſee you; but being in bears, 2 and he avy, and much 

ſpent and fatigued with my long journics in /ir- 

ginia and Car rolina, makes it ſeem too hard for me c 

perform a viſit in perſon to you ; wherefore I take 

this way of writing to diſcharge my mind of what 
lies weightily thereon: And, 
Firſt, I deſire that you be very careful (being fir 
and back inhabitants) ro keep a friendly correſpon- 
dense 
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dence with the native Indians, giving them no oc- 
caſion of offence; they being a cruel and merclicſs 
enemy, where they think they are wronged or de- 
frauded of their righr, as woful experience hath 
taught, in Carolina, Virginia and Maryland, and e- 
ſpecially in Neeu- England, &c. And, 


Secondly, As nature hath given them, and their 
fore-fathers, the poſſeſſion of this continent of me- 
rica (or this wilderneſs) they have a natural right 
thereto injuſtice and equity; and no people, according 
to the law of nature and juſtice, or our own prin- 
ciple, which is according to the glorious goſpel of 
our dear and haly Lord ſeſus Chriſt, ought ro take 
away, or ſettle on other mens lands or rights wich- 
out conſent, or purchaſiug the fame, by agree- 
ment of the parties concerned; which, I ſuppoſe, in 
your caſe, is not yet done. 

Thirdly, Therefore my counſel and chriſtian ad- 
vice to you, is (my dear friends) That the moſt 
reputable among you, do, with ſpeed, endeavour to 
agree with and purchaſe your lands of the native 


Indians or inhabitants: take example of our wor- 
thy and honourable late proprietor, H#illiam Penn ; 
who, by his wiſe and religious care, in that relatt- 
on, hath ſettled a laſting peace and commerce with 
the natives, and, through his prudent manage- 
ment therein, hath been inftrumental to plant in 
peace, one of the moſt flouriſhing provinces in the 
world. | 

Fourthly, And who would run the riſque of the 
lives of their wives and children, for the ſparingd a 
little coft and pains? I am concerned to lay thoſe 
things before you, under an uncommon exerciſe of 
mind, that your new and flouriſhing, little ſettle- 
ment, might not be laid waſte, and (if the providence 
of the Almighty doth not intervene) ſome of the blood 
ef yourſelves, wives or children, be ſhed and ſpilt on 
the ground, | .

In the fourth month I was at divers meetings a- 
bout or near home, as at Fatr-hill, Germantown, and 
at a meeting at Thomas Robert's; alſo was at Philadel- 
pbia meeting. In the beginning of the fifth month, 
viſited friends meetings at Darby, Mierion, and Ha- 
ve rford; at the laſt place the meeting was large, and 
very open: wherein the mighty power of God was 
exalted over all, and it was plainly manifeſted, that 
if there was any virtue, or any geod gift or genius 
in the creature, it derived its excellency from the 
Creator; and that man, in his beſt capacity, in either 
natural or ſpiritual attainments, hath no cauſe to 
boaſt or glory in any thing or things, which he, as 
an inſtrument in the Divine hand, might help to do 
or perform; wherefors we ought to humble our- 
ſelves under the mighty hand of God, attributin 
noglory toſelf, or the creature; but all glory and — 
to the Creator, who is in and over all blefled forever. 
The 20th of the fifth month, I ſet forward on 
journey, in order to vifit friends at and near Bur- 
ling ton, and was next day at a meeting at Briſtol, 
which was large, conſidering the heat of the weather, 
and the ſhortneſs of the notice; next day, being 
the fourth day of the week, and the twenry- ſecond 
of the month, I was at Aownt-bolly, at the burial of 
our antient friend, Reftored Lippincoat : he was, as J 
underſtood, near an hundred years of age,” and had 
two hundred children, grand children, and great 
grand children, many ot whom were at his funeral; 
the meeting was large, and thought to be a ſerviceable 
meeting by divers. After this meeting, I went with 
a te choice friends to viſit Suſarnah Fearon, who 
had been long ill; in which viſit we were favoured 
with the Divine Preſence and goodneſs of the Moſt

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High; for which we returned him thanks and praiſe, 
After which we went to Burlington, and next day 
had a meeting, which was an acceptable opportunity 
to many. | 
Next firſt day, being the 25th of the month, we 
had a good, ſolid meeting at Trenton ; from thence 1 
went, with divers friends to Hriſtol, and ſo home tc 
Frankfort , and was thankful to the Almighty for the 
grace which he was pleaſed to beſtow upon me, a 
poor worm; and that, conſidering the extream heat, 
I had my health better than uſual. After coming 
home, I viſited divers mectings, at Philadelphia, Had. 
donfield,” Frankfort, &c. . ; 
Ia the ſixth month there was a great mortality in 
Philadelphia, and many were taken away; on a hfth 
day, I was concerned to put the people in mind of tr, 
and of their own mortality, and exhorted them to 
prepare for it, they not knowing whoſe turnit mialit 
be next, nor the hour when death might come to 
their own habitations; and was concerned, in the 
ſame nature, at ſeveral large burials; in the meeting 
at Philadelphia, they were told it was better to fall in- 
to the hands of the Lord, than into the hands of 
men; and chat ſince we had been ſettled in this Pro- 
vince of Pennſyloania, we were preſerved from tha 
Hands of men; there having never been an enemy in 
it, in a Warlike way; our dependance being on Pro- 
vidence, and our principle againſt war, and againit 
fpilling of human blood by wars and fighting, ac- 
cording to the doctrine of Chriſt, the peaccable Savi- 
our; wherefore I believe the hand of God was mani- 
feſted in preſerving us in peaze': yet I would nor be 
under ſtood to be againſt the magiſtrates exerciſing the 
power committed to them, according to juſt law; 
bur national wars, woful experience reacheth, are de- 
Kractive to the peaceable religion of Jeſus, ro trade, 
wealth, health and happineſs. Our dear Lord preach's 
peace to the people, and againſt wars; telling his 
. [EE TS. vn followers, 
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followers, © That they muſt love and pray for their 
enemies, and rather take a ſtroke or a blow, than giv®© 
one; and that they ſhould not reſiſt evil; which 
peaceable doctrine of Chriſt, the eus could not away 
with ; no, no, by no means; O, ſay they, I <ve let 
this man alone, the Romans will come and take amy ou 
Mace and nation: juſt as the people now ſay iu this 
province, among and to thoſe peaceabie men, who, 
for the ſake of Chriſt and his doctrine, cannot uſe the 
ſword; * The Romans will come and take our coun- 
try, if we don't build forts and caſtles, and have mi- 
litary preparations: and I wiſh it were not true, that 
ſome; who profeſs this peaceable principle, too mucli 
endeavour to ſmother, ſtifle and keep under, this 
peaceable doctrine, through a laviſh fear, and roo 


much diſtruſting of the Divine Providence, which may 


cauſe the Divine Hand to deliver us to rhe Ramans in- 
deed; at which I ſhould not wonder, ſince we diftruſt 
that Divine Hand, that hath hitherto preſerved us, 
without our preparing for war, above theſe fifty 
years. To which I know that it is objeCted ; “ But 
now there are abundance of people whoare not of that 
principle.“ I anſwer, Then why did they come among 
us, if rhey could not truſt themſelveswitk our princi- 
ples, which they knew or might have known, if they 
would? The king gave the province, and the go- 
vernment of it to our worthy proprictor, WIILIAN 
PENN; who was 2 man of this peaceable principle; 
for which the Heathens loved him, and honour his 
name and memory to this day, and thoſe of his ſociety 
and principles; whereof I ama living witneſs. The 
ſenſe of the ſweetneſs and ſoalal life that the firſt ſer- 
tlers ofthe province of Pennſylvania andthe City of Phi- 
ladelphia liv'd in, makes meexpreſs myſelf in this man- 


ner. Oh! that the inhabitants of the city and coun- 


try, did but live and dwell in that firſt love, and hold 
ir faſt; and then I believe that the Almighty would 
not ſuſter any to ke Gur crown; which crown is

in Anguilla and Tortola ; in order to preach the goſpel 


of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt freely, ro thoſe who might 
have a defire to hear, as the Lord ſhould be pleas”, 
ro open my way : and my friends having uniry 
with me therein, at their next meeting, gave me a 
certificate of their concurrence : Soon after which. 
having ſettled my affairs, and taken leave of my 
dear wife and daughter, and the reſt of my family 
and friends, on the 19th day of the ſeventh month, 
{embarked at P hiladolplua, in the ſioop hr, Petey 
Blumer walter, bound for the iſland of Tortola. 

We ſail'd down the river, and came to an anchor 
near Obriſtine creek that night, in which there was » 
violent ſtorm, Which drove ſeveral veſtels on ths 
marſhes; fo that when the tide ebb'd, one might 
walk round them. Next day we fail'd to Reecy- 
Man, where we waited for a fair wind: we ſail'd 
down the bay (in company with two ſloops, onc 
bound for Bermudas, the other for the if}and of Gri- 
Fopher's) und left the Capes on the 23d day of the: 
month, and in 18 days from that time, fell in with 
the Wand of Thorns, and in one day more turn'd up 
#0 7orrola. | | 

In this voyage we faw nine ſail of veſſels ; but 
poke with none of them: had a rough paſſage, the 
wind being high and contrary above a week, and 
much rain; yer, thro' the mercy and grace of God, 
I was preſerved abort all fear, except the holy fear 
ef the living Lord, in which I bleſy'd his holy name. 

On the 12ri day ef the eighth month, Jobn Pick-

rig, the owner of the floop (who was like wiſe go- 


vernor of the iſland) with his ſpouſe, met me ar the 
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water fide, and lovingly embraced me, and led me 
up to their houſe, and, the ſame evening had a 
meeting at his houſe ; an on the 15th of the months 
being the fifth day of the week, we had a large, ſa- 
tisfactory meeting, at which were many people, di- 


vers of them not of our profeſhon, and, I think, the 


good hand of the Lord was with us. I was concern- 
ed in this meeting to ſhew, That the laſt diſpenſation 
of God to mankind, in and through his dear Son, 
was a ſpiritual diſpenſation ; a diſpenſation of pure, 
divine love, which is to laſt and be with the true be- 
lievers in Chriſt for ever, according to his own doc- 
trine in the new teſtament. 


On the firit day of the week, and the 18th of the. 


month, we had another meeting, larger than the for- 
mer (and the governor told me, he had never ſeen ſo 
large a gathering on the iſland, on any occaſion) my 
ſptrit was muc! ſet at liberty in this meeting, and 
great openneſs and brokenneſs was among tlie people, 
to that the goſpel was freely and largely declared to 
them. The caſe of Cornelius, and of the apoſtle 
Petey going to his houſe, was treated of, with divers 
other matters, rending to edification. E was fb af- 
feed with the power, ſpirit and graceof our Lord 
JeſusChriſt, that when the meeting wasover, F with= 
grew, and, in private, pour'd out my foul before the 
Lord, and begged that he would de pleaſed to mani- 
fet his power and glorious goſpel more and more: 
At this meeting there was a woman who had ſuffered 
much for her going to meetings; her husband being 
a proud, haughty man, had beat her to the drawing 
of blood; he alſo drew his ſword, and preſented his 
piſtol with threatnings to kill her; but ſhe thanked 
God, that ſhe was reſign'd to loſe her life for Chrilt's 
ke : this woman exprefied ſome words in ſupplica- 
tion in this meeting, in a broken manner. There 


was alſo another (a beautiful young woman whoſe a-

On ſecond day we viſited ſeveral families 3 in the di 
yiſton called the Road, to which we went by water in 
a Coble (ſome-W hat like our canoes) there. were four 
of theſe in company, five per ſons in two of them, and 

ſeven in the other two. 15 this viſiting of families 

the people came and filled the rooms, and we bad 
ſeaſovable meetings, in which the people were ſo * 
ing, and well- affected, that we could ſeldom go in 
friendly way to viſit our friends, but they would pre: 
ſently fill their little rooms, and we ſcarcely could de. 
part without having a time of worſhip 

Next day we went to viſic a young man's habits. 
tion (who had. not yer finiſhed his houſe) and 0 
neighbours coming in, as uſual, we had a goad 
meeting 
I cannot but note; that the hand of the Lord Go

was with us, and I tel; his vifitation as freſh and live- 


ly as ever; tor which [ Was truly thanktul, and tho't 
if I never ſaw wy habitation again, I was ſatisficd in 
this goſpel call, and religions viſit; though, being 
in years, it was ſometimes a little tr: _— ſome fo tho 
Heſh; being in the 66th year, of, my age, and ſtiff 
in my limbs from hurts with mar „y falls 5 bruiſes; 
but, as to my health, I had it, better now, than for 
leveral years paſt; for whic] Jam humbly thankful 


to him, in whom we live and hive onr being ; glory 


to his holy name, thr ogg his dear Son, 

Third day and fourth day, viſited ſeyeral families 
and had divers good opportunities: in one of thoſe 
meetings, a young man, named Je niab Aartin,

Fifth day, bcing the week day meeting, it was 
larger than was ever:known of a week day at that 
place; there being divers friends who came from an 
iſland called Jr. Fardike's, and many neighbours 
and ſober people, who were very attentive. | 
Sixth day, was at ſeveral peoples houſes, and had 
religious meetings; . which we could not well avoid, 
the people were fo loving and defirous to hear what 
might be ſpoken to them; they being many of them 
ike thirſtyj ground, wanting rain, and our good and 
gracious Lord gave us celeſtial ſhowers, which were 


refreſhing to us, and thankfully received. 


Seventh day, I went, with ſeveral friends, to the 
houſe of one who, with his wite, had been at our 
meeting on fifth day, he kindly invited me to his 
houſe ; his name was Flake ; he and his wife were 
loving; though he had formerly wrote againſt friends, 
he was now better informed. From his houſe I wenr 
to Townſhend Biſhop's, and be ing many friends there 
From another iſland, we had a moſt comfortable, ten- 
der evening- meeting, in which we offered up an e- 
vening ſacrifice of high praiſes and thankſgiving to

On the firſt day of the week, being the 25th of 
the month, we had a larger meeting than ordinary;

which he ſent ſix miles on mens heads, the roads 
not being paſſable for carriage by carts, ec. This

In 
this meeting Doras the wile of John Pickering) ſpoke, 
to the people in public teſtimiony, to which 15

After meeting we rerurned by water from the 
road harbour, 70 Fs bog -bay (where John Picker- 
ing lives) being g upwards ol 20 of us in company, in 
thres cobles.

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I the 24 day of the third week of his being a- 
mong us, he viſited ſome friends in che neigli- 
Bow rhood, and like wiſe the man who had tr eated his 

ile ſo cruel y for coming to friends meetings. - 
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On third day, he was employed chiefly in writing 
to his family and friends in Philadelphia. | 
On fourth day, ſome friends from the Road came 
to ſee him, which prevented his going out to viſit du 

neighbours, as uſual. 

On fifth day morning, being 29th of the eighth 
month, he found himſelf much indiſpoſed; yet he 
went to our week day meeting, about a quarter of a 
mile. When the meeting broke up, he had a hot 
ſever on him : doctor Turnbull (the chief phy ſiciatt 
ia our iſland) thought i it proper to take ſome blood 
from him, and he being very willing, it was done that 
afternoon, and the fever abated ſome time that night; 
and the next day he walked about, and made no com- 
plaint until about eight o clock in the evening; a- 
bout which time the fever returned, and Eres 
very ſevere till firſt day morning; when the doctor 
adviſed him to take a vomit, which he declined that 
day, being deſirous of attending the meeting; Rich 
was held at my: houſe, and was a large, ſweet and 
tender meeting; in which he ſpoke to us firſt cans 
cerniug tempta ations, and how Chrilt was tempted, 


and how tb wirhſtand them '; and afterwards on the 


parablę ofthe great ſupper, and other ſubjects; end- 
ing his teſtimony with the words of the apoſtle Paw, ＋ 
Fave fought a good, fight, I have finiſhed my cous je, I have 
kept the. faith, en there is laid up for me à crows 
f riobteouſneſs : which words, and the moſt part of 
this laſt ſermon, vs delivered in great brokenneſs; 
from whence J judged that he was ſenſible he had 
not long to live, -tho', I believe, he was not affraid 
to die. £ 
On ſecond: day morn, the avs abated a little, 
and he complied wick the doctor's preſcription. of 
taking a vomit, which ſeemed to have its proper ef- 
fect; but that night the fever returned, and con- 
tinued on him until he died; which was between 

two and three o gan on fourth day morning, the 
* tourth | 
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fourth day of the niath, being ſpeechleſs about ſeven 
hours before. | 


A general invitation wasgivento friends and others 
to his funeral; where three teſtimonies were borne, 
all in great brokenneſs, under a juſt ſenſe of our 
great loſs. After which he was decently interred on 
the evening of the ſame day, in a piece of ground 
which is ſince given to friends for a burial place, and 
on which a meeting- houſe is built by Joh? Pickering, 
the governor of rhe iſland at that time. N 

It is fald in che ſcriptures, that tbe righteous are 
faren away, and no man layeth it to heart; but, I 
hope it may be truly ſaid; this was not the caſe at 
enls time; for friends, in general, mach lamented 


= thelr great dofs, in being ſo ſoon deprived of ſo in-
